'Superman' to fly again, under director 
Zack Snyder 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - Superman is to fly 
again on the silver screen, in 
a new movie about the comic 
book hero by director Zack 
Snyder, he told Hollywood 
industry press yesterday. 

The film, the first since 
’’Superman Returns” failed to 
take off fully in 2006, will 
also benefit from the experi- 
enc ofe Christopher Nolan, 
who successfully relaunched 
the ’’Batman” franchise. 

’’It’s hard not to be a Su¬ 
perman fan with his place in 
pop culture and how icono- 
graphic he is,” Snyder told 
the daily Variety newspaper, 
paying tribute to Nolan’s role 
as producer on the new 
Warner Bros movie. 

”He provides that extra bit 
of wisdom to a process that 
sometimes lacks it,” he 
added. 

Nolan has been a favorite 


for Warner since relaunching 
another faded comic book 
hero, with ’’Batman begins” 
in 2005 followed by ’’The 
Dark Knight” in 2008, which 
made a billion dollars world¬ 
wide. 

The screenplay is being 
worked on by David Goyer, 
who wrote ’’Batman begins.” 
The actor who will don the 


famous blue-and-red costume 
immortalized by Christopher 
Reeve has not yet been cho¬ 
sen. 

The release date for the 
new movie has not been de¬ 
cided, but Warner, which is 
producing it with Legendary 
Pictures, hopes to have it 
ready for Christmas 2012, 
Variety reported. 



Green Choice Hydrogen 
Car breaks record at Palo 
Marga Raceway Park

World pours 11.7 billion 
dollars into anti-AIDS fight 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Countries from around the 
world pledged yesterday to 
pour 11.7 billion dollars into a 
fight against AIDS and other 
deadly diseases. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon an¬ 
nounced the commitment at 
UN headquarters where more 
than 40 donor countries, pri¬ 
vate foundations, and corpora¬ 
tions were meeting to replenish 
the Global Fund to Fight 
AIDS, Tuberculosis and M- 
alaria for 2011 through 2013. 

Earlier, Washington said it 
was contributing what it said 
was a record four billion dol¬ 
lars to the fund. 

With the new US pledge 


and increased contribution 
from others, the Global Fund 
believes it will be possible to 
have 4.4 million people in¬ 
fected with the AIDS virus ”on 
antiretroviral therapy, up from 
2.5 million at the end of 2009,” 
the State Department said. 

It also believes it will be 
possible to provide 2.5 million 
orphans and vulnerable chil¬ 
dren with annual support, up 
from 1.4 million last year. 

The State Department 
added that some 610,000 HIV¬ 
positive pregnant women an¬ 
nually will be able to receive 
services preventing mother-to- 
child transmission — compared 
to 345,000 in 2009.-

Vatican invites Jewish 
and Muslim guests to 
Mideast synod 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - A senior 
Iranian cleric and a Jewish 
rabbi are among some of the 
guests invited by Pope Bene- 
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diet XVI to attend the synod on 
the Middle East starting on Oc¬ 
tober 10, the news agency 
i.media said yesterday. 

These "special guests" will 
attend a 200-strong synod held 
at the Vatican running from 
October 10 to 24 to discuss the 
Middle East. 

It will be the first time that 
Jewish and Muslim representa¬ 
tives take part in the same 
synod, i.media said, though 
adding that the guests would 
not necessarily all meet each 
other. 

To represent Muslims, the 
Vatican has invited the legal 
professor Ayatollah Seyyed 
Mostafa Mohaghegh Damad 
from the Iranian Shiite clergy, 
and Mohammad Sammak, sec¬ 
retary general of the Christian- 
Muslim Committee for Dia¬ 
logue. 

For the Jewish presence the 
Vatican has called on rabbi 
David Rosen, head of the inter¬ 
religious department of the 
Jewish international commit¬ 
tee, and he is due to address 
the synod on October 13. 


Nobel prize win exposes Russia's brain 
drain losses

MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
The award of the Nobel prize 
yesterday to two Russian-born 
physicists based abroad 
cheered Russia but also 
showed up its losses from a 
calamitous brain drain since 
the fall of the Soviet Union. 

"We need to make an effort 
so that our talented people do 
not go abroad," Russian Presi¬ 
dent Dmitry Medvedev said in 
a regretful response to the 
award of the 2010 Nobel 
Physics Prize to Andre Geim 
and Konstantin Novoselov, the 
Interfax news agency reported. 

Medvedev slammed the 
government’s failure to pro¬ 


vide attractive conditions for 
scientists to work in the coun¬ 
try after they graduated. 

"We do not have a normal 
system to stimulate our young 
specialists, talented people, so 
that they stay to work in this 
country," Medvedev said, call¬ 
ing government efforts to im¬ 
prove research facilities a 
"huge failure." 

Both Geim and Novoselov, 
who shared the prize for pio¬ 
neering work on graphene, 
graduated from the Moscow 
Physics and Technology Uni¬ 
versity (MFTI) and conducted 
research in the Moscow re¬ 
gion. 

In televised comments yes¬ 
terday, Geim, 51, who has not 
worked in Russia since the 
early 1990s, praised his Soviet 
education: "You cannot obtain 
such an education, not in Har¬ 
vard nor in Cambridge, 
nowhere." 

But his strong accent gave 
away the fact that Geim, now 
a Dutch national, has long 
since moved on from Chemo- 
golovka, the Moscow region 
town where both laureates 
worked in the Academy of Sci¬ 
ences’ Institute of Solids.

The scientists’ undergradu¬ 
ate alma mater is thrilled with 
their win, said Mikhail Trunin, 
the dean of general physics 
faculty at MFTI. 

"Undoubtedly, both their 
education at the university, and 
research in Chernogolovka, 
played a role," he said. "They 
were taught to think... They are 
educated scientists, that is to 
the credit of our educational 
system," Trunin told AFP. 

Seven Nobel prizes have 
now been awarded to Russian 
scientists for physics, the most 
of any other field.theoretical 
teaching with lab-based re¬ 
search.

Cookery for dummies in 
Berlin one-stop shop 



BERLIN, Ger¬ 
many - Cook¬ 
ery fans fed up 
with buying 
large packets 
of exotic ingre¬ 
dients for a 
one-off attempt 
at a new dish 
can now buy 
recipes to¬ 
gether with the 
necessary in¬ 
gredients — all 
weighed out — from a shop in 
Berlin. 

Matthew Renneberg and his 
friends opened the shop in the 
capital’s Schoeneberg district 
to make life easier for time- 
strapped Berliners. 

"People who don't have 
much time for shopping or 
cooking find all the inspiration 
and help they need here," he 
said. "When you leave the 
shop you have everything you 
need for a perfect evening, in¬ 
cluding the wine, recipe and 
accessories." 

Renneberg and his team 
spent months working on the 
recipes, getting friends to try 
them out to ensure they were 
quick and absolutely fool¬ 
proof, even in the hands of a 
novice. 

"The idea is that people 
should be able to buy the 


recipe after work and then 
cook it up for friends or loved 
ones the same evening," Ren¬ 
neberg said. "None of our 
dishes takes longer than 50 
minutes to make." 

Prices for a main meal 
range from around 3 to 10 
euros ($5 to $14) 

"It's a bit more expensive 
than normal supermarkets but 
because we sell the ingredients 
in the correct amounts, you 
don't have any waste so that 
brings the price down," Ren¬ 
neberg said. 

Rainer Jahn, now one of 
Renneberg's regular custo¬ 
mers, says the shop has saved 
him from culinary disasters: 
"When you attempt a dish 
yourself and it goes wrong, it's 
often down to the ingredients 
but you can find them all 
here," he said.

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Europe, Asia call for urgent 'binding* 
climate deal 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Two 
months before a key UN cli¬ 
mate conference, European 
and Asian leaders pledged 
Tuesday to seek an urgent, 
legally-binding deal on 
global warming that would 
include deep cuts in emis¬ 
sions. 

’’They shared the goal of 
reaching urgently a fair, ef¬ 
fective and comprehensive 
legally binding outcome,” 
said a final statement ap¬ 
proved at the 46-nation Asia- 
Europe Meeting (ASEM) 
held in Brussels. 

’’Leaders agreed that deep 
cuts in global emissions are 
required, recognising the sci¬ 
entific view that the increase 
in global temperature should 
be below two degrees Cel¬ 
sius,” the text said. 

The pledge, however, 
lacks any deadline or time¬ 
line for achieving this goal.

An area of deep-sea coral 
reefs has just been discovered 
off the coast of Israel, the first 
such reef to be found in what 
is generally considered a re¬ 
gion with sparse sea life. 

The exploration vessel 
Nautilus, operated by a team 
of experts from the Univer¬ 
sity of Haifa in Israel, discov¬ 
ered the deep-sea corals. 

The area stretches over a 
few miles, roughly 2,297 feet 
(700 meters) under the ocean 
surface and some 19 to 26 
miles (30 to 40 kilometers) 
off the coast of Tel Aviv.

Canadian helps severely 
disabled speak through 
music 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Di¬ 
eters looking to shed more fat 
and feel less hungry while they 
do it may benefit from a few 
more hours in bed, according 
to a new study. 

Dieters lost the same 
amount of weight whether they 
slept for a full night or fewer 
hours, but those who got more 
sleep lost more fat and they 
also felt less hungry while 
awake, according to the study, 
which appears in the October 5 
issue of the Annals of Internal 
Medicine. 

"If your goal is to lose fat, 
skipping sleep is like poking 
sticks in your bicycle wheels," 
said Plamen Penev, an assistant 
professor of medicine at the 
University of Chicago and the 
director of the study. 

"Cutting back on sleep, a 
behavior that is ubiquitous in 
modem society, appears to 
compromise efforts to lose fat 
through dieting. In our study it 
reduced fat loss by 55 percent," 
Penev added. 

The study, undertaken by 
the University of Chicago's 
General Clinical Resource 
Center, tracked 10 overweight 
but healthy volunteers aged 35 
to 49. 

The participants had body 
mass indexes ranging from 25, 
which is considered over¬ 
weight, to 32, which is consid¬ 
ered obese. 

Each ate a diet designed to 
give them 90 percent of the 
calories they needed to main¬ 
tain their weight without exer¬ 


cise and then spent 14 days 
getting up to 8.5 hours of sleep 
and another 14 days getting up 
to 5.5 hours of sleep. 

The difference between the 
two periods was pronounced. 

When the dieters got up to 
8.5 hours of sleep a day, more 
than half of the weight they 
lost was fat. When they were 
sleeping just 5.5 hours a day, 
only one-fourth of the weight 
loss was fat with the rest being 
mostly muscle tissue. 

And getting less sleep also 
made it harder to diet, as the 
levels of ghrelin, a hormone 
that triggers hunger, increased 
when the volunteers were 
sleeping fewer hours. 

The strictly controlled diets 
available to the participants 
meant they had no access to 
additional food even when 
their lack of sleep made them 
hungrier. 

But that would not be the 
case for real-world dieters, 
who could further dent their 
chances of shedding fat by fail¬ 
ing to sleep enough, feeling 
more hungry and eating addi¬ 
tional calories. 

Penev said the message of 
the study was clear. 

"For the first time, we have 
evidence that the amount of 
sleep makes a big difference 
on the results of dietary inter¬ 
vention," he said. 

"One should not ignore the 
way they sleep when going on 
a diet. Obtaining adequate 
sleep may enhance the benefi¬ 
cial effects of a diet."

Dental Care 
Linked to Heart 
Health 

Older women who get regular 
dental care are about one-third 
less likely to suffer from heart 
disease than those who don't, 
new findings suggest. 

The study doesn't prove that 
dental care directly improves 
the heart health of women by 
lowering the risk of conditions 
like heart attack and stroke, 
and dental care seemed to have 
no benefit for men at all in 
terms of heart disease, but even 
so, the study authors were still 
impressed by the findings. 

"We think the findings re¬ 
flect differences in how men 
and women develop cardio¬ 
vascular disease," study co-au¬ 
thor Dr. Stephen Brown, a 
obstetrician/gynecologist resi¬ 
dent at West Virginia Univer¬ 
sity, said in a news release 
from the University of Califor¬ 
nia at Berkeley. "Other studies 
suggest that estrogen has a pro¬ 
tective effect against heart dis¬ 
ease because it helps prevent 
the development of atheroscle¬ 
rosis. It's not until women hit 
menopause, around age 50 to 
55, that they start catching up 
with men." 

There does appear to be a 
connection between gum dis¬ 
ease, in particular, and heart 
disease. Research suggests that 
chronic inflammation causes 
heart disease, and gum disease 
"is the most common chronic 
inflammatory condition in the 
world. 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Chil¬ 
dren immured within their se¬ 
verely disabled bodies may 
soon be able to communicate 
thanks to a newly unveiled de¬ 
vice that translates physiologi¬ 
cal signals into music. 

Stefanie Blain studied for 
five years the interactions of 
children with severe disabili¬ 
ties and their parents, as part of 
her doctoral studies at 
Canada's largest children's re¬ 
habilitation hospital, Holland 
Bloorview, in Toronto. 

"They can 'read' their chil¬ 
dren by observing minuscule 
movements of their lips, or 
changes in their breathing," she 
told a Technology, Entertain¬ 
ment, Design (TEDx) confer¬ 
ence in Montreal. 

By measuring those tiny 
physiological signals, Blain 
was able to show that Max, a 
15-year-old adolescent who 
was seemingly in a vegetative 
state, became animated when 
he spotted his favorite toy. 

Even completely paralyzed, 
the body continues to react by 
changes in body temperature 
and sweat levels, as well as 
heart and breathing rates, she 
explained. 

Blain initially created a 
graphic translation of these 
physiological arousals. 

"But my curves and 3D 
simulations didn't speak to 
anyone," she said with a smile. 


So, being a musician, she 
wrote algorithms to convert 
them into sounds," she said. 

"Another child, whom we 
believed was always sleeping, 
started to emit a 'biological 
song' whenever clowns entered 
his room. It was the first time 
that his parents and hospital 
staff realized that he was con¬ 
scious of the world around 
him," she said. 

The software she created 
deciphers physiological signals 
and translates them into a 
range of tonalities, from soft 
low-pitched sounds when an 
individual is calm to high- 
pitched and more complicated 
tunes when they are thinking 
of pleasant things. 

"Each 'song' is unique," she 
said. 

"Imagine that when I ar¬ 
rived at the hospital, the hall¬ 
ways were quiet leading to the 
rooms of children who could 
neither move, nor speak, and 
not even make facial expres¬ 
sions," she said. 

"Imagine these hallways 
now (full of music), imagine 
parents who can really get to 
know their children." 

Currently, the research team 
lead by Tom Chau is seeking to 
expand the technology to make 
it possible for severely dis¬ 
abled children to answer yes or 
no when prompted, and use a 
computer.

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Financial system 'Achilles' 
heel' of recovery, says IMF 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Financial woes continue to 
dog the global economic 
recovery, the IMF said 
yesterday, as it warned 
about "considerable uncer¬ 
tainty" ahead. 

More than two years 
after the collapse of 
Lehman Brothers, the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
said the financial system 
was still the "Achilles' heel 
of the economic recovery." 

In a report days before 
finance chiefs from around 
the world gather in Washing¬ 
ton from Friday, the fund 
warned that government budg¬ 
ets remained "highly vulnera¬ 
ble to growth shocks" and the 
banking system was still vul¬ 
nerable. 

Particularly at risk are the 
richest regions — Europe, 
Japan and the United States — 
while emerging markets re¬ 
main "very resilient." 

"Policymakers in many ad¬ 
vanced countries will need to 
confront the interactions cre¬ 
ated by slow growth, rising 
sovereign indebtedness, and 
still-fragile financial institu¬ 
tions," the report said. 

While the European debt 
crisis had eased slightly in re¬ 
cent months, the IMF said 
"sovereign risks remain ele¬ 
vated as markets continue to 
focus on high public debt bur¬ 



dens." 

A debt crunch in Greece 
had roiled global markets as 
Athens' budget looked increa¬ 
singly unstable and the risk of 
default threatened to poison 
Europe's banking system. 

Meanwhile "pockets of vul¬ 
nerability" remain in the US fi¬ 
nancial system and Japan 
faced the longer-term risk of a 
debt crunch as an aging popu¬ 
lation no longer props up 
Japanese bonds. 

In the private sector, the 
IMF warned around four tril¬ 
lion dollars in bank debt will 
need to be rolled over in the 
next 24 months, prompting a 
call for government support for 
the sector to be phased out 
gradually. 

"Exits from extraordinary 
financial system support, in¬ 
cluding the removal of govern¬ 
ment guarantees of bank debt, 
will have to be carefully se¬ 
quenced and planned."

Europe pressures China as 
currency war bites 



BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe pressured China yester¬ 
day to let the yuan rise as fears 
grew of a global "currency war" 
while a French call for a new, 
more stable world monetary 
order received short shrift from 
Germany. 

A trio of top eurozone offi¬ 
cials urged Chinese Premier 
Wen Jiabao to live up to a June 
vow to make the yuan more 
flexible to counter accusations 
Beijing deliberately underva¬ 
lues its currency so as to boost 
exports and growth. 

The call came as a two-day 
Asia-Europe Meeting (ASEM) 
gathering 46 nations wound up 
with a consensus for more ef¬ 
fective global economic gover¬ 
nance. 

European Union president 
Herman Van Rompuy said fi¬ 
nancial reform "remains our 
number one priority." 

Earlier, euro group chief 
Jean-Claude Juncker, European 
Central Bank head Jean-Claude 
Trichet and European Union 
economic affairs chief Olli 
Rehn each told Wen the yuan, 
or renminbi, should be allowed 


to find its natural level. 

"Orderly, significant and 
broad-based appreciation of the 
renminbi (yuan) would pro¬ 
mote more balanced growth," 
Juncker said after talks with 
Wen on the margins of a Eu- 
rope-Asia summit, stressing the 
yuan remains "undervalued." 

The euro hit fresh eight- 
month highs yesterday well 
above 1.38 dollars, highlighting 
the problems for the eurozone 
as its currency soars against a 


weakening dollar and the yuan, 
undercutting its export compe¬ 
titiveness. 

The hot topic overshadowed 
the meeting even though not on 
the official agenda and will fi¬ 
gure prominently at direct talks 
between Brussels and Beijing 
today. 

The issue will also likely 
loom large at the annual Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund mee¬ 
ting beginning Friday. 


European markets driven higher by 
news on US service sector 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock exchanges 
posted sharp gains yesterday, 
driven higher by a better-than- 
expected rise in US services 
sector activity. 

The London FTSE 100 
index climbed 1.44 percent to 
5,635.76 points while in Paris 
the CAC 40 rose 2.25 percent 
to 3,731.93 points. The Frank¬ 
furt the DAX added 1.33 per¬ 
cent at 6,215.83 points. 

Elsewhere Milan gained 
2.09 percent, Madrid 2.58 per¬ 
cent and the Swiss Market 
Index 1.04 percent. 

The late-day gains in Eu¬ 
rope followed solid opening 
advances in response to a re¬ 
ported improvement in the 
services sector in Britain and a 
decision by the Bank of Japan 
to adopt a near zero interest 
rate policy. 

The BoJ also announced 
further easing measures to help 
safeguard a fragile recovery 
from the threats of deflation 
and a strong yen. 

The central bank lowered 
its key rate to a range of be¬ 
tween zero and 0.1 percent, 
from the rate of 0.1 percent set 
at the height of the financial 
crisis in December 2008. 

European momentum then 
picked up noticeably when the 
Institute of Supply Manage¬ 
ment said its US non-manufac¬ 


turing index rose to 53.2 per¬ 
cent, the ninth consecutive 
month of growth. 

An index reading above 50 
percent indicates expansion in 
the key sector, which accounts 
for the bulk of overall US eco¬ 
nomic output. 

Most analysts had expected 
the index, based on a survey of 
the nation's purchasing and 
supply executives, would rise 
to 51.8 percent from 51.5 per¬ 
cent in August. 

Analysts said the services 
sector was holding up better 
than manufacturing activity, a 
key driver of the economy's re¬ 
covery from the worst reces¬ 
sion in decades. 

Nonetheless Aaron Smith at 
Moody's Analytics warned that 
"while the gain points to a 
pick-up in service-sector 
growth after a brief slump, the 
composite index is still below 
the average in the first half of 
the year and is consistent with 
mediocre real (gross domestic 
product) growth of around 2.0 
percent." 

Among European stocks in 
focus, German energy groups 
EON and RWE were unable to 
take advantage of strengthened 
investor confidence. 

EON lost 0.80 percent and 
RWE 0.20 percent as HSBC 
bank warned that the shares 
would come under pressure 


from weaker gas sales and a 
planned German tax on nu¬ 
clear fuel. 

In Paris, banks won sub¬ 
stantial support from the US 
services sector report. BNP 
Paribas rose 3.88 percent and 
Credit Agricole 3.08 percent. 

Societe Generale gained 
3.61 percent after a Paris court 
sentenced former trader Je¬ 
rome Kerviel to three years in 
prison after finding him guilty 
of fraudulent actions that cost 
the bank almost 5.0 billion 
euros. 

The guilty verdict appeared 
to support the bank's con¬ 
tention that Kerviel had acted 
alone. 

US stocks enjoyed a strong 
start to the day on the services 
sector report. 

The blue-chip Dow Jones 
Industrial Average was up 1.24 
percent at 10,885.23 at mid¬ 
day while the tech-rich Nasdaq 
composite index gained 1.77 
percent to 2,386.11. 

In Asia, Japanese shares 
surged after the central bank 
announcement. The Nikkei 
index in Tokyo ending up 1.47 
percent. 

Hong Kong shares also re¬ 
bounded from earlier lows to 
gain 0.09 percent but Sydney 
fell 0.40 percent. Chinese mar¬ 
kets were closed for a public 
holiday.

’Desirable’ 38M dir pink diamond 
up for auction 

GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) - Auctioneers at 
Sotheby's said Monday that a rare pink diamond valued 
at up to 38 million dollars (28 million euros) would go 
on sale in Geneva next month, dubbing it one of the 
"world's most desirable stones." 

The 24.78 carat Fancy Intense Pink Diamond 
mounted on a ring comes from a private collection, the 
auction house said. 

The gemstone, rated among a type that accounts for 
just two percent of diamonds, was last seen on the mar¬ 
ket about 60 years ago when it was sold by legendary 
US jeweller Harry Winston. 

"During my 35-year career at Sotheby’s I have had 
the opportunity to examine many magnificent and rare 
gemstones and, put simply, this stone is one of the most 
desirable diamonds I have ever seen," said David Ben¬ 
nett, chairman for Europe and the Middle East at 
Sotheby’s international jewellery department. 

"What makes it so immensely rare is the combination 
of its exceptional colour and purity with the classic 
emerald-cut — a style of cutting normally associated 
with white diamonds," he added. 

Sotheby's gave a pre-sale estimate of 27 to 38 million 
dollars for the fancy pink diamond, which will go under the hammer on November 16. 

Blue, pink and green coloured diamonds are currently the most sought-after gemstones 
in auctions, accor-ding to the auction house. 

Several elite auctioneers including rivals Christie's hold glittering jewellery sales every 
year in the western Swiss city's luxury hotels during one week in spring and autumn. 
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Doctors fueled US starlet's 


drug addiction 



LOS ANGELES, 
Califormnia (AFP) - 
Two doctors helped 
supply troubled US 
starlet Anna Nicole 
Smith with powerful 
prescription drugs to 
feed her addiction 
ahead of her death in 
2007, a US court was 
told. 

Actress and Play¬ 
boy model Smith 
died in February that 
year from an acciden¬ 
tal prescription over¬ 
dose in Florida, aged 
39, although the doc¬ 
tors are not charged 
over her death. 

But physicians Sandeep 
Kapoor and Khristine Ero- 
shevich prescribed medica¬ 
tion for her, in collaboration 
with her former companion 
Howard K. Stern, which fu¬ 
eled her addiction, prosecu¬ 
tors said. 

"Her addiction started 
long before the crimes that 
we have charged," said 
Deputy District Attorney 
David Barkhurst, in closing 
arguments at a Los Angeles 
trial, adding: "She had an ad¬ 
diction problem." 

"There is just prescription 
after prescription after pre¬ 
scription written" for Smith 
for the opiate Dilaudid, 
which only stopped after she 
appeared high in public at a 
US awards show, he added. 

Kapoor, 42, and Eroshe- 
vich, 62 — charged with con¬ 
spiring to furnish drugs to an 
addict — "abandoned their re¬ 
sponsibilities. They abused 
their power," the prosecutor 
said of the two doctors. 

The larger-than-life Smith 


was once regarded as one of 
the world's most desirable 
women during the 1990s 
when she replaced super¬ 
model Claudia Schiffer as 
Guess Jeans model. 

However, Smith fell out of 
the spotlight over the next 
decade, with dramatic fluctu¬ 
ations in her weight, often ap¬ 
pearing to be under the 
influence of drugs or drink in 
Dublic.

tial World Series collision 
course. 

There were no tiebreakers 
needed this year as all the 
matchups were set on Sunday 
giving the players get some 
much needed rest before the 
first swing of the playoff bats. 

’’Words can’t describe it,” 
San Francisco second base- 
man Freddy Sanchez said. 
’’This is what I’ve played for 
ever since I was a little kid.” 

Tampa Bay ace David 
Price will throw the first pitch 


against the Texas. The 
Rangers are the only current 
major league franchise that’s 
never won a postseason 
matchup. 

Philadelphia host Cincin¬ 
nati in the next scheduled 
game. Phillies pitcher Roy 
Halladay starts game one 
against Edinson Volquez. The 
Phillies pitching rotation also 
includes aces Roy Oswalt 
and Cole Hamels. 

Cincinnati is making their 
first playoff appearance in 
five years. They rewarded 
manager Dusty Baker with a 
two-year contract extension 
on Monday. 

”1 think we got here 
sooner than a lot of people 
thought - to the playoffs,” 


general manager Walt Jock- 
etty said. ”1 think a lot of it is 
due to Dusty’s leadership.” 

Major League Baseball 
champion Yankees visit Min¬ 
nesota on Wednesday for the 
first postseason game at Tar¬ 
get Field. 

CC Sabathia, a workhorse 
throughout the last postsea¬ 
son, starts against Twins 
Francisco Liriano. The Yan¬ 
kees were 4-2 against Min¬ 
nesota this year. 

New York settled for a 
wild-card berth Sunday after 
losing to rival Boston in their 
regular-season finale. 

The defeat left the Yan¬ 
kees at 95-67 while Tampa 
Bay defeated Kansas City 3- 
2 in 12 innings to finish at 96- 
66 to edge the Yankees by 
one game for the AL East di¬ 
vision title. 

Rays third baseman Evan 
Longoria is expected to re¬ 


turn for game one of the 
ALDS against the Texas 
Rangers on Wednesday. 

On Thursday, the wild¬ 
card Atlanta Braves and retir¬ 
ing manager Bobby Cox 
begin their best-of-five divi¬ 
sion series at San Francisco. 
Tim Lincecum, a two-time 
Cy Young Award winner, 
pitches for the Giants against 
Derek Lowe. 

Likewise, Lincecum is 
well rested and ready to go. 

’’We’re probably not ex¬ 
pected to do well,” said 
Braves pitcher Tim Hudson. 

Braves 69-year-old man¬ 
ager Cox is in the postseason 
again. Cox’s Braves went 4-3 
against the Giants this year. 

Cox guided Atlanta to 14 
consecutive division titles 
from 1991-2005, but only 
one World Series champi¬ 
onship during that run. He 
and the Braves are back in the 


postseason after a four-year 
absence. 

The Giants and Braves 
clinched their playoff spots 
Sunday, eliminating San Diego. 

’’This is what it's all 
about,” Atlanta closer Billy 
Wagner said. "You play all 
year long and it comes down 
to the last game and you get 
the champagne shower.” 

The Ray announced Mon¬ 
day that Longoria, who 
missed the final 10 games of 
the regular season battling a 
strained right quadriceps, will 
make his return as the Rays 
start the playoffs. 

The 24-year-old hit .294 
with 22 homers and a team- 
high 104 RBI in 151 games 
for the AL East champions. 

The AL champ will face 
the National League winner 
in the best-of-seven champi¬ 
onship World Series later this 
month.
